Autumn Is Best Time to 
Plant Lawn; Here's Why 


Autumn-planted lawns arc the 


best—and each year repetition of 
this advice is made for the benefit 
of home gardeners, both old and 
new, 


• 
Make new lawns in autumn be- 


cause : 


THE SOIL, is wiirni and workable 


—a condition not often found in 
early spring. 


RAINS provide plenty of inois- 


ture. 


COOLER WEATHER is very fa- 


vorable to the germination and 
growth of grass seed, and autumn- 
made lawns produce sturdy, deep- 
rooted grass plants that will be in 
condition to make rapid growth in 
the spring, ahead of the weeds. 


NO COMPETITION comes from 


weeds, sinca few weed seeds germ- 
inate at this time. 


When to seed: Seeding should be 


done between now and the end 
of September, depending, of course, 
on the locality. 


Preparation of the s e e d b e d : 


Spade or plow the area throughly 
to a depth of six to eight inches. 
Thoroughly pulverize. It soil is too 
sandy, work in clay or peat moss 
until the right texture. If there is 
too much clay, work in sand or 
peat moss to break it up, 


Application of plant loud: After 


the soil is pulverized and graded, 
apply a complete balanced food, 
with an analysis of 6-10-4 or its 
equivalent, either by hand or with 
a spreader, applying at the rate of 
four pounds per 100 square feet, 
and working it into the top inch or 
two of the seedbed. 


A complete, balanced food plant 


will supply all the nourishing ele- 
ments grass requires from the soil 
to make a beautiful healthy turf, 
with deep extensive roots. Incom- 
plete materials will not achieve the 
same results. It is best to wait one 
day after plant food is applied, be- 
fore seeding. 


Seeding: Sow good grass seed, 


adapted to the location where it is 
to be sown. Follow the recommen-

dation of your seedsman. A p p l y 
one-half of the seed crosswise of 
the area, and the other half length- 
wise. This will give even distribu- 
tion. A spreader can be used to 
advantage in sowing seed. 


Rolling: Roll the lawn to imbed 


the seed and insure perfect contact 
with the soil. This step should not 
be omitted. Use a light roller; a 
heavy one packs the soil, thus ex- 
cluding air from the tiny roots of 
the seedling grass. 


Watering: Water thoroughly, us- 


ing a fine spray. Keep moist by 
daily sprinkling until the g^ass is 
established, soak thoroughly ••vh<>n 
you do water, so soak one* a week. 
On established lawns, light sprin- 
klings are never advisable. Once 
the grass is established, soak thor- 
oughly when you do water so that 
the soil becomes saturated to a 
good depth, thus inducing deep 
rooting of the grass, which is de- 
sirable from every standpoint. 


Cutting: If a newly-sown lawn 


makes a growth of more than three 
inches, it should be cut before it 
becomes dormant. It is not advis- 
able to allow the lawn to go into 
the winter at a height greater than 
three inches, although it should 
not be cut extremely short either.

How to Lay Hardwood Floors 


Polished hardwood floors can turn out to have the beauty of fine 


furniture if they are laid properly. 


Manufacturers of hardwood flooring say that lack of care in floor 


laying is more responsible for bad jobs than lack of skill. 


Modern flooring is so precision lilted and thoroughly prcfinished as 


for sanding and smoothness that a ^ perfect job depends only on the 
installation. 


Given adequate joisting — 16 inches on centers — and adequate 


bridging; — every 8 feet — with softwood subfloor boards kiln dried and 
not more than 8 inches wide laid diagonally, or a subfloor of ?.i-inch 
plywood, a good hardwood floor laying job is not difficult. 
• 
• 
* 


A good grade of tough flooring paper between subfloor and finish 


flooring is a sensible precaution. To substitute tarpaper or ordinary 
building paper is folly, for these can absorb moisture and pass it 
along to the hardwood. 


Among important pointers in laying hardwood flooring: always use 


a scrap of this grooved lumber as a block for tapping home the edge or 
end of a strip to avoid marring the material. Never use a hammer 
directly on the flooring.

Get the right kind of nails for the flooring you buy and use plenty of 


them. Screw type nails avoid splitting. Drive them through the side 
tongue at an angle of 45 degrees. Stop driving before their heads reach 
the surface and finish driving with a nail-set. 


Stagger end joints in adjoining flooring strips. 
Any inequalities, scratches or scars should be scraped or sanded 


always with the grain. *

You Can Replace That Old 
Linoleum After Practice 


As your house has aged, floor-, 


boards under kitchen and bathroom 
linoleum have perhaps contracted 
or become cupped. This has caused 
linoleum to wear at high spots, or 
to bulge, so you want to replace it. 


This job can be done without the 


aid of an expert. Yes. you'll make 
mistakes, and for this reason it is 
best to start with a smaller room 
in replacing old, or laying new, 
linoleum. You will profit by your 
mistakes and be ready for the 
major room. 


First, of course, remove all the 


old material. Then go over the 
floor with a nail -set, setting any 
projecting nails below the surface. 


By laying straightedge at right 


angles to the floorboards, you can 
quickly spot irregularities t h a t 
smooth. A rented sander will be 
well worth the expense. Clean 
floor and let it dry thorougnly. 


Tools you will need to fit and 


paste linoleum are an adhesive 
spreader (you can make one from 
a plasterer's trowel by filing notch- 
es an eighth of an inch apart on 
two edges with a three-cornered 
file), a scribcr, a linoleum knife 
and a six-foot straightedge. 


If you purchase felt-backed li 


noleum it will not be absolutely 
necessary, although it will help, to 
use a lining felt between floor and 
covering. If you buy burlap-backed 
linoleum, lining felt is a must. 


Remove quarter-round trim from 


baseboard. Lay felt at right angles 
to floorboards and trim to fit. Butt 
felt joints, don't lap them. 


Spread adhesive ahead as you 


roll lining felt into place, being 
sure to miss no spots. To remove 
air pockets ana firmly set the felt, 
roll it with a length of heavy pipe 
or kitchen rolling pin from center 
to edges. 


Cut linoleum at least four inches 


longer than required to reach wall 
to wall. With ends curling over 
baseboard, place side edge of lino- 
leum about an inch from the wall 
and scribe a line the full length of 
the strip. Cut on line with lino- 
leum knife. 


This is not necessary if linoleum 


meets wall nearly flush without 
cutting. Quarter-round 
trim 
at 


baseboard will cover any gap less 
than width of trim. 


Now. 
with cut edge against wall, 


draw a chalk mark on linoleum 
and on lining felt at same point. 
Then move one end of linoleum 
to butt against 
baseboard. The 


distance now separating the two 
chalk marks corresponds to the 
amount of linoleum to be trimmed 
off the end. Set the scriber to that 
distance, then scribe and cut' the 


end. 


Do the same at the other end of 


the strip, first marking with chalk, 
and paste the entire length down in 
the same manner used on lining 
felt. Repeat procedure on succeed 
ing strips. 


Butt all scams, but not too tight 


ly, and smooth them down. Allow 
four days for drying, keeping room 
at 70 degrees. 


If you wish to use border .strips, 


it is a simple matter to scribe and 
cut linoleum to fit borders just as 
you did to fit it to the walls. 


The scriber can also be u*ed to 


mark linoleum for fitting around 
pipes and other obstructions.

Spare Is Important

occur only in space. 


If you sandwich highly efficient 


metal foil between two surfaces 
ivith no air space on either side of

Because of these physical laws, 


I's folly to press insulation up 
against the room boards when you 
ivanV to keep your attic cool in 
summer, or save fuel in winter. It 
R more sensible to insulate the 
attic ceiling and leave a ventilated 
air space above it.

He promises that he will hold the premiership just tem- 


porarily, until scheduled elections next February. Thus far 
no evidence exists to cast doubt on his sincerity. Naguib 
has been acting in the real interest of ihe Egyptian people. 


But with the best of intentions he may find it hard to 


make good that promise. Corruption is so widespread that 
the general may not easily find parliamentary backing for 
the course he has chosen. He may be confronted with a 
choice of continuing his reform efforts himself, or abandon- 
ing them in the name of getting back to democratic gov- 
ernment.

However that turns out, the free world can be thankful 


that Naguib is one rebel who has selected the field of domes- 
tic reform rather than anti-foreign fanaticism to make his 
case with-the people. It is a relief to see one leader take 
power without adding irresponsibility to international fer- 
ment.

If you remember the way de- 


clarer has bid his hand you can 
then keep track of his high cards 
as he plays them. This will often 
give you the key to the correct 
defense. 


In today's hand West opened the 


five of diamonds, and South won 
in his own hand with the king. 
South ducked a club, and East 
won with the nine. East returned 
a low heart, and South won with 
the ace. Now South laid down 
the ace of clubs and continued 
with a low club, West winning 
with the jack. 


At this point West 
knew, of 


course, tlat Soijth had another 
club, and that it was therefore 
vital to lead a trump in order to 
prevent dummy from ruffing out 
the club.

By this time, South and West

West should have known that if 


was quite safe to lead the deuce 
of spades instead of the jack. 
South had already shown up with 
the ace of hearts, king: of dia- 
monds, and the ace of clubs. South 
could not also have the three top 
trumps since he had meekly bid 
only two spades. It was obvious 


that East had a higher trump than 
dummy's ten. 


If West had led the deuce of 


trumps, he would have been left 
with the jack-nine at the end, and 
could lead a trump safely without 
losing his trump trick.

If this doesn't happen to work, 


you may use an oil stain which 
matches Ihe color of Ihe wood. 


and smooth. 
Use paint remover 


for this. It is better to buy a 
commercial remover than to try 
to make your own at home. 'Let 


I it stand until the old finish is soft, 
and scrape it off with a 
broad 


putty knife. Always .vcrape in the 
direction of the grain of the wood. 
One application, is .seldom enough 
—two or three are better. If there 
are shiny spots on the surface 
when it is dry, it needs another 
application. 


When the finish is off, wipe with 


a cloth dipped in denatured alco- 
hol. 
Remember, it is impossible 


to get the wood as clean as new 
wood. For 
restaining, a 
good 


cleaning job is sufficient, but for 
bleaching the cleaning must be 
perfect. 


Now 'for the bleaching. If the

ket. In using this stain, make 
sure to use a piece of 
lint-free 


cloth. 
Dip it into the stain and 


lightly feather it into the scratch. 
This is making an irregular edge 
to blend with the present finish. 


If the gouge is deep—a 
little 


more work is involved. Get stick 
shellac at the paint store. Get the 
shellac in a. little lighter color than 
the wood because it daikens with 
time. Heat a knife or spatula and 
touch the mealed blade to 
the 


shallac. Touch long 
enough to 


cause it to run, but not bubble. 


Let the drippings fill the dent, 


then press the filled spot with n 
putty knife. 
With a sharp knife, 


level the shellac to make it even 
with the surface. 
Lot it harden, 


then smooth lightly with very fine 
sandpaper. 


Very severe damage on wood 


furniture may call for an inser 
of a patch of wood. Any patch 
needs to be previously finished t 
match the scarred furniture. Cu 
it out and cement into place.

If you're rcfimshing

you add Ihe new finish. If the or- 
iginal filler has been 
removed, 


the pores of the wood should be 
filled with a paste or liquid so 
that the furniture will have 
a 


smooth, even surface. 


The kind of 
filler 
to buy de- 


pends on the kind of wood you're 
rcfinishing. 
A liquid filler is de- 


sirable for close-grained 
woods, 


such as birch, maple and yellow 
pine. A paste filler is better for 
open-grained woods, such as ma- 
hogany, oak and walnuf. 


Liquid filler is easy 
to apply. 


For best results, follow the direc- 
tions on the container—and to the 


letter. A paste filler 
must b« 


thinned to a brushing consistency. 
U»« tuipentin* or 
benrin* for 


thinning, and then apply the filler 
with a stiff brush, working first 
across th« grain of the wood and 
then with the grain. 


Let the filler set a few minutes, 


or until the surface becomes dull; 
then remove the excess. Rub the 
wood surface with a clean, close- 
ly woven coarse cloth like that 
used in feed sacks. Use a circu- 
lar motion or work across the 
grain. 
Smooth the surface with 


fine sandpaper or steel wool and 
dust with soft cloths. 


Small Potatoes for Canning 
Here's a way to use those mar- 


ble-sized potatoes that are usual- 
ly considered too small to kec^p. 
"Can 
them." says the United 


States Department of Agricultuie. 
The Bureau of Human Nutrition 
and Home Economics has develop- 
ed an easy way to do it. 


Use potaloes lhat are 1 to 2VJ 


inches in diameter. 
Wash, peel 


and cook them in boiling water for 
ten minutes. Drain. 


If using glass jars, pack the hot 


potatoes to within ',-j inch of the 
top. Cover with 
boiling water, 


leaving a \* inch space at the lop 
of the jar. Add 
3,» teaspoon salt 


to pints and 1 teaspoon to quarts. 
Adjust lids; then process in pres- 
sure canner at ten pounds' pres- 
sure (240° F). 
Pint jars should 


be processed 
30 minutes, and 


quart jars require 40 minutes. 


As soon ,as you remove jars 


from canner, complete ihe -seals 
if closures are nol of Ihe 
self- 


sealing type.

—have been reported in recent 
weeks. 


He said he believes the disease 


is under control and he expects a 
quarantine on Cook county farms 
to be lifted early next week. 


Hog trading at the Chicago and 


East St. Louis .stockyards was shut 
down for short periods this sum- 
mer by quarantine. 


Yung said he will seek an emer- 


gency state appropriation of $50,000 
next year to reimburse farmers 
who destroyed infected swine. He 
said farmers have asked full re- 
imbursement but present 
plans 


call for one-third payment by the 
state and one-third by the federal 
government, with the farmer suf- 
fering a one-third loss. 


Yung said that after lifting of the 


Cook county quarantine, state reg- 
ulations concerning swine will re- 
main in effect statewide. These 
permit hogs to enter Illinois for 
slaughtering purposes only and 
that sale barns are not allowed to 
sell anything but inspected swine, 
and then only for slaughter.

among swine but does not affect 
the meat or occur in humans.

page'departmental report designed 
to answer inquiries from congress 
and private citizens about progress 
made in building Europe's de- 
'fenses under the 3-year-old North 
Atlantic Treaty. 


Although indicating a relation- 


ship in the balance of East-West 
military power, the figures do not 
include other forces which fit into 
-the overall picture. 


Not mentioned is the total Amer- 


ican strength of 3% million men 
under arms, the armed manpower 
of friendly nations like Australia, 
Yugoslavia and Spain, or the arm- 
ies of Russia's satellites and Red 
China. 


The departmental

progress said that, aside from the 
men under arms in Western Eu- 
rope and in Russia, millions more 
are in reserve and that Russia's 
strength includes 175 front line di- 
visions "with 100 deployed in So- 
viet-occupied Europe."
